AROUND THE LAKE. 

A hasty tour, of Lake Virginia, in 
company with Secretary I'apcn of the' 
Winter Park Company, served to fill 
a morning very pleasantly, ami to 


allow many points of interest. Km- 
harking in Mr. t'apen’s boat at the 
foot of Col. IVckham's pretty place, 
opposite the Seminole Hotel, weskirted 
the northwest shore of the lake’, pass¬ 
ing several private places, and the 
Hollins College grounds, now-quiet in 
t he slA'p of the summer vacation, hut 
which a few weeks more w ill see tilled 
with the young folks wiio are fortu¬ 
nate enough to enjoy its advantages, 
font inning, we pass several line lots, 
as yet unoccupied, and the grove of 
Mr. Morton, just lieyond which we 
land where a pile driver is busy put¬ 
ting in a trestle for the Orlando and 
Winter Park Railway,w hose line along 
the shore has been within a stone’s 
t blow of the hunt since we started. 

.lust heyond the trestle, at tip* 
southwest corner of the lake, tlie line 
diverges from the shore, and we follow 
the .grade on foot through a short 
stretch of hnnmck, over the stream 
coming into Lake Virginia from Lake 
Sue,alias Lake Mahel,and npa rather 
steep grade to flu* residence of Mr. C. 
K. Swit/.eri [d'esident of the Sanford 
lee Company, which stands on the 
highest point between the two lakes, 
and commands a very pretty outlook. 
Mr. Switzer has evidently given eon 
siderahle thought to the uiterual ar- 
rungemept of his house, as well as to 
its position, for t lie former is as pleas¬ 
ant as the latter. The rooms are 
handsomely finished in our. native 
pine, carefully selected and polished so 
as to show its beautiful grain to ad¬ 
vantage, and are cosy and homelike, 
their ample connecting portieres invit¬ 
ing the freedom of motion and thor¬ 
ough ventilation, which are the es¬ 
pecial delights'bf a climate whicU-docs 
not keep everyt hing shut up. Adjoin¬ 
ing Mr. Switzer's home place he owns 
a piece of high land, sloping prettily 
to the stream before mentioned, which 
he intends to lay out in lots for sub¬ 
urban residence, a purpose to which it 
is well adapted, being sightly and con¬ 
venient to the new railroad, by which 
it is only about three' miles from Or¬ 
lando. A station in the midst of the 


tract will beat' the pretty and appro¬ 
priate name of liouny llurn. 

M Itet timing to t he lake and our boat. 
we start along the.south shore, pass¬ 
ing the outlet yf the stream, Itonuy 
Hurt),.which we have just reernssed. 
From about ibis point on Lake Vir¬ 
ginia tb Lake Sue, tileries a depres¬ 
sion in I lie ridge of land between them, 
lieyond (hist he laud rises again, and w e 
soon come to the landing at the foot 
of Mr. W. S. Lane's place. Here a 
line grove has been set out and is well 
grown anil thrifty. It is haiuaek land 
hut rises rapidly from the lake and is 
therefore well drained and dry. , A 
group of tine old live oak trees has 
been left glowing about half way up 
the slope, and adds much to the np- 
pearanee of the" place as well as fur¬ 
nishing a most grateful shade. After 
stopping a few minutes here we return 
Lxour boat, and push on past Maj. 
Abercrombie's place to that of <len. 
French, which is at the ext rente south¬ 
east curlier of the lake, and extends 
half a mile northward, between Lakes 
Virginia, Hcrry and Mizell, to the 
point reached in our recent I rip across 
t he last iiaine'l lake, (icncral French’s 
house is upon the same high ridge with 
Mr. Lane’s and Maj. Abercrombie's, 
and like them commands a line out¬ 
look over tiie lake, the ridge rising 
about foriy feet above tlie water. To 
I lie nortbeast t lie ground falls to l*ake 
Herry, and crossing the stream Mow¬ 
ing thence into Lake Virginia, and con¬ 
tinuing about t hrcc’cighlljs of a mile 
north, on nearly level ground, we come 
to Lake Mizell, between which pud 
Lake Virginia there is only a narrow 
strip of low land. lien. French has a 
fine grove, mm h of it in hearing, and 
a beautiful situation, and we are not 
surprised to hear that he has sold his 
property in (ieorgia, and proposes to 
make his permanent residence here in 
future. 

From lien.. French’s place we pull 
along the easterly side of the lake to 
the canal, by which it empties into 
Lake Osceola, through the canal and 
across the latter lake to Mr. Citpeit's

How to Plant Trees. 

tieo. <». Oibbs, of the Tnlbihnssee 
Nursery, gives the following hints 
about plant ing t rces . 

If you would succeed with fruit I rees 
pinnt early in deeply-plowed dry soil. 
Keep roots from sun, air ahd frost, 
and when shrivelled, bury in ground, 
tops mid nil. for tlinH* or four days. 
Cut back tops and thin out branches 
to correspond with roots. Dig large 
holes tlirce Icet across and two f«*et 
d»np. or. better y«*l for orchards, plow 
oilt-deep trenches and till in with best 
or top soil, and set so that the collar 
or top roots will not lie over four in¬ 
ches below t lie surface. Never set Ia*- 
Coiite or other t resn grown from cut¬ 
tings ns deep ns when in nursery or set 
for rooting. Never glow grass oi 
small'grain among fruit trees. Plant 
garden crop or cotton, or, better yet, 
lield pens. Ijet the trees brunch low— 
evergrgeiis from the ground. 'Other 
t ns's iK»t over one foot if possible.— 
b'htruht IHn/mU'li. t .

Castor Beans. 

'Hut castor bean plant— RirinuH, or 
/'a/ma Chrinti —is perennial in tropical 
climates, and at rongly shows thisteud- 
cncyin Florida and Texan, in which 
latter state it in cultivated very buc- 
cessfully. Nodonht thecropwill prove 
successful in Florida, an it in produced 
to profit an far north an Minnotiri, The 
bent noil for the cantor bean in a rich, 
nandy loam ; hut any dry, rich noil will 
annwer. (let the best Heed—not the 
sniajl,light-colored bean that loin been 
grown North, but the large, dark-col¬ 
ored variety grown in the Wi*st Indies 
and in Texan. Hy addrenning some 
linn in Galveston you would probably 
be sure of getting the right kind. They 
arc worth unnally about eight or nine 
dollars tier bushel. .Ion. II . Johnston 
Sc Co., of Atlanta, keep them in stock: 
Plant in hills fiveorsix feet apart each 
way, putting four or five beans in a 
place and covering two inches. When 
plants are six inches high thin to one 
in a hill. Cultivate as you would In¬ 
dian corn. The seeds will begin to 
i‘i|H‘ii in July, and will continue until 
t lie plants are killed by frost, Prepare 
a yard for spreading the heads by en¬ 
closing a sufficient area with a cheap 
board fence, and covering the surface 
with clay well rammed, so as to make 
a clean floor. As the pods begin to 
often on the stalks they should fteeuL 
and spread in the sun in the yard pre¬ 
viously prepared, and permitted to 
•‘pop” open, which they will do very 
rapidly as the pods faro me dry* As 
soon as all the pods in one layer have 
shelled themselves, the beans should 
be cleaned of hulls and trash by means 
of a fan-mill, and the process repeated 
until the crop is all harvested. The 
beans must bespread thinly in a cool, 
dry place to become thoroughly dry 
before storing in hulk.' 

One hundred bushels of beuns have 
been gathered from one acre in Texas. 
St. Louis. Missouri, was, and proba¬ 
bly is yet. the principal market for the 
sale of beaus and manufacture of oil. 
One bushel of beans will yield nearly 
one gallon of “cold-pressed”castor oil. 
Everybody knows what t he oil is good 
for.—Dixie Farmer.

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A GREAT INVENTION. 

One of the njont important, electrical 
invent ions has just b«*en brought out. 
hy Mr. T. A. Edison. It is a machine 
hy which the heat of a tire is directly 
converted into the energy of an elec-; 
trie current, withoilt the intervention 
of a steam boiler and engine or other 
heat motor, as is necessary with the 
dynamo-electric machines now in use. 

A modilicat ion of the same principle 
produces a magnetic mot or, also oper¬ 
ated hy the direct effect of the fire. 
Tin* exp-rimental machines work well, 
and give promise of an economical 
prodm thin of eh*ct ric currents, and if 
improved as much as t lie dynamo has 
heen since its early ex|H*riniental forms, 
will drive the dynamo out of the field 
and revolutionize electrical engi¬ 
neering. 

The principal of the new generator 
may he briefly described as follows : It 
is well know n from t hedynamo chrt ric 
machines in common use, that if an 
iron core within a coil of wire lie mag 
netized or demagnetized, a current of I 
elect rich y w ill he generated in the coil 
of wire. In the dynamo this is accom¬ 
plished hy moving tlie iron core with 
its coil into and out of the field-of a 
magnet. In Kdison's new machine ad¬ 
vantage is taken of the fact that iron 
when heated to a red heat loses its 
magnet ic qualit ies. The core is made 
of a roll of t hin corrugated sheet iron, 
and is permanently fixed in the field 
of a magnet. A number of such cores 
are arranged in a circle ovefa furnace, 
and a screen of fire-clay is arranged to 
rotate under them, always covering 
one half of them from the fire. Air is 
drawn ill through the. covered cores, 
and t he product s of combustion pass 
out tjirough the other half circle of 
cores. Hy revolving the screen the 
cores are rapidly heated and cooled, 
and thereby rapidly demagnet ized and 
magnetized.. A commutator similar 
to that of a (iramme dynamo turns 
with the screen, and takes off a con¬ 
tinuous current., from the circle of 
coils.

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How to Make Prize Butter. 

L. I*. Hailey, Barnenville, Ohio, tells 
in Itunil Now Yorkor iiow he made 
tin* butter timt gained a priit* at tin* 
dairy show. He says: 

My cattle are all Jereeyn. I fed corn 
meal and clover bay, and cave them 
the run of abort, young bine grass 
pant lire from 10 a. in. to -1 p. in. I 
need the Cooley Hiibinerged prooenn; 
cream wa# all rained and taken off in 
twelve bourn and then ntood twelve 
bourn more to rioen, at tbe end of 
which time if wan slightly aciil. It wan 
eburned at a temperature of nixty-two 
degrees in a barrel cbiit’ii. No color¬ 
ing wan lined. 'Die buttermilk wan 
drawn off and -tbe butter wanbed in 
tbe granular form till tbe water ran 
out clear. Tbe butter wan Halted at 
tbe rate of one-half off nee to tbe 
pound i in tbe granular form in tbe 
cbiirii. It wan then taken out and 
stood twelve bourn in stone jars and 
was tlien put on a Skinner butter 
worker, and worked just enough to 
cause tbe granules to hdliere well to¬ 
gether. Tlien it was packed in unit 
tubs holding thirty pounds each. Asli- 
tan salt was used.

Tbe no-called “French Mastic,” no 
long known as “In-fort's Liquid Graft¬ 
ing Wax,” in made by melting one 
pound of common rosin over a gentle 
lire and st irring in one ounce of beef 
tallow. Take from tbe fire, and when 
it ban partially.cooled, mix in cjght 
onnccM of alcohol. If thin cools it off 
too rapidly, it must be placed over tbe 
lire, but great caution must lie lined 
to keep tbe alcohol from taking fire. 
When well incorporated and cool, put 
it in tin cans or glass bottles and keep 
well covered or corked. Thin, wan, un¬ 
til quite recently, kept a secret, and 
the “Mastic” imported from France. 
—Amorionn Agriculturist.

How to Raise Turnips. 

Land, writes J.L. Moultrie.of I nion 
Springs, Ala., cannot be too sandy for 
turnips. If the land is dry they may 
be sown level, but if tbe soil is very re¬ 
tentive of water.Jbed it upas if for cot¬ 
ton and sow on tbe beds, leaving ii 
good water furrow. Rutabagas and 
early turnips may bemixed and sown 
together, t se out tbe early ones, and 
leave the rutabagas for late winter 
and spring. Seventy years ago every¬ 
body sowed wheat with their turnips 
as a protection from tbe lly, which 
preferred, t be small grain. It also gave 
a nice calf pasture when the turnips 
were gone. t'-Suu thorn Cultivator.

My Navel or¬ 
ange trees hold as.much fruit thisvenr 
iih trees of the other varieties; a light 
crop all around. 

< hrdling or slit ting the hark of a non- 
hearing fruit tree, seems to change itM 
w hole nature or hAlnt. It putH oil a 
heavy crop of fruit, and in maturing 
that fruit it ciiIIm oil the vitalityof the 
tree, It iIocm not run ho much to new 
growth, and in the fall it forma new 
fruit buds for the following season, and 
continues to do mo year after year. 
'There in no “after treatment,” except 
the more you take from a tree the 
more you ought to put hack. The 
near, if the tree in girdled early in the 
spring, fth% only time it should he 
done), will heal over during the Mum¬ 
mer and he an good as new .—Number 
Nine in Ibilatkn News.

'There is a chance Florida needling, 1 
which,from irsnlmoMt exact similarity 
to the well-known “Iwite Crawford,, 
of more northern fame, I have named • 
an above. The distinction, however, 
between the “Florida Crawford” and 
the “Late Crawford” is very great in 
this respect, that while the former va¬ 
riety has borne continually heavy 
crops in this vicinity for the past six 
or eight years, the latter variety, as 
brought here from the North,does not 
succeed at all.
